Terrible Tragedy—A Man Shoots 
Wis wife. Her Paramour, and 

Kills Himself. 

A telegram to the Sacramento Record, dated 
San Francisco, April the 4th, says: 

A terrible, affray occurred abont 2 o'clock tos 
day, on the scutheart corner of Market and 
Second streets. John D. Derrick, «ship carpen- 
ter, of Vallejo, married aboutsix months agot he 
stewardess of the Orizaba, but she left him svon 
after and came to this city, where ahe bas led a 
life of ill fame. Derrick frequently tried to got 
her back to him, but she refused all intercourse. 
Some weeks ago he broke into her house, on 
Mission street, to get her away, and was arrests 
ed for burglary but was discharged on exami- 
nation. Eis trouble concerning her appears to 
have driven him crazy, This afternoon le wont 
to her room, corner Second and Market, and 
found her in company with Frauk Edwards, a 
waiter in a reatgurané on Second atrest. She 
introduced him to Edwards, and they exchanged 
afew common place remarks. Mrs, Derrick 
said she was going out, and prepared to put og 
her cloak and bonnet. Derrick wanted to go 
with her; she refused his company and said she 
wanted no more to do with him, He then drew 
a four barreled Remington pistol and fired xt 
Edwards, shooting him back of the head. Ed- 
wards fell to the floor, Derrick them shot his 
wife on the left sido of the head, near the tem« 
ple, and also through the left arm below the 
elbow. Then he put the pistol to his own head 
and lodged a bullet in his brain behind the right 
ear. His brains protruded from the wound and 
he died at 20 minutes past 5 o'clock. Edwards 
is not dangerously wounded. Tho’ ball cut r 
deep scalp wound and caused profuse blecding, 
but not serious, Mrs Derrick’s wound is not 
necessarily fatal, With good attention, unlesa 
mortifiication seta in, she will recover, Upon 
searching Derrick’s pocket it was found the 
act was deliberate, having had it in contempla» 
tion some weeks, Letters were fouud, written at 
various times, announcing suicidal intentions 
on acconnt of his wife's infidelity, Ife made a 
written request that the city would take charge 
and educate his children and requests his friends 
to bury him beside his first wife, and requests 
that under no‘tircumatances shall his second 
Wits ve busted nonr—declaring her to be the 
cause of his death, It appears that he mistdok 
Edwards for a ‘man named Mitchell, whom he 
accuses of being his wife's paramour, To Chas. 
Morgan, Wells, Fargo & Co.’s messenger, he 
writes: “When you receive this I shall be non 
est. I wish to inform you that you may be the 
instrument of exposing my wife, Charley, she ix 
a terrible bad woman—attful, low cunning. and 
won the sympathy of many hy her plausible and 
tricky tales. Beware of hor Camion alio hers 
to do the same. She is bad—trrat her not, she 
now contemplates poing stewardess on the 
Idaho, for Honolutu, God Iyleag you Goad bre. 
Yours, most reepoctfully, J. D. Derrick.” The

Wistory of the Pacific Ratlroad. 


, The firat railway to the Pacific will be fin- 
ished in June ofthis year, and the grand 
opening will ba on the 4th of July, Tt is 


_| twenty-three years since this road was broachs 


ed by Asa Whitney, and it has had the sup- 
port of statesmen of all parties, Thomas H, 
Benton was its egrliest friend; the exploras 
tiong of his son-in-law, Captain J. O, Fremont, 
threw light upon the physical geography of 
the unexplored region, and prepared the way 
for surveyg under Franklin Pierce, Jefforson 
Davis was the Secretary of War under that 
administration; and under his auspices the 
beat talent of the army was enlisted tn-the 
survey of the Rocky Mountains. - Except the 
northern ronte, the explorations were all in 
charge of officers of the U. S, Topographical 
engineers, . i 

The first was led by Governor Isaac I. Steph- 
ens, formerly of the regulars, killed st the 
second battle of Bull Run in 1862. His lines 
were the 47th and 49ih north latitude. His 
corps consisted of four parties, one under hima 
self, another under George B. McClellan; 
another under Lieut, Donaldaon, U, S. A., and 
another under‘Lieut. Sexton. 

. The second expedition, under Captain Gans 
nison, U. 3. A., started from Wostport Mo., 
and followed the valleys of the Kansas and 
Arkansas rivers to the Rocky Mountains, be- 


tween the Sangre del Christo (now a part of 
Colorado) and the Servie lake. A portion of 


the party, including thé brilliant Gunnison 
himself, were massacred by Indians, 

The command devolved upon Lieut. Beck- 
with, who proceeded to Salt Lake City whence 
he extended his work along the 41st parallel, 
crossing the Sierra Nevada near Fort Reade 
ing, and thenoe following the valley of the 
‘Sacramento to San Francisco. This is the 
route substantially, by the great truuk road 
to be opened. 

The third expedition by Captaih Whipple, 
U. S. A., was on the line of the 35th parallel, 

The fourth, under Lieut Williamson, U, 8. A 
fitted out at Ban Francisco, passed up the San 
Joaquin and Tulare valleys, explored several 
passes and portions of the Mojave and Coloras 
do rivers. 


The fifth, over the western half of the 32d 
parallel, and commanded by Licut Parke, de- 
tached for the purpose from Lieut. William~ 
won's party. 

The ‘sixth party started from El Paso, Cape 
tain John Pope, and is in tle proposed South- 
ern road, iu which John C. Fremont is one of 
the projectors. 


In 1854 Congrosa made appropriations, and 
Jefferson Davis sent forward three additional 
parties—oxe under Lieut Parke, who surveyed 
the whole country between San Francisco and 
Loa Angeles, on the 34th parallel part of the 
present Southern route; auether under Lieuts, 
Williamson and Abbott, who explored the Si- 
erra and the Cascade mountains, between San 
Francisco and the Colombia river. This 
aurvoy is of great use to the Northern project 
by way of Superior City ‘Wisconsin; nnd still 
another under John Popa, who made valuable 
experiments in artesian well boring, to deters 
mino whether a sufficient supply of water 


could beobtained. 

Ihesa investigations showed rare sagacity, 
and the results are embodied in four largo vo'= 
umea with handsome illustrations, Maps,” pros 
Gles eto , shewing the climate, productions, 
animals and soil of the vast region of the 

Rocky Mountaing, of standard value’ iu the 
prosecntiou of this wonderful enterprise, 

Jefferson Davis looked to the ebmaplotion

Tho Union and Central Pacifie Railroads 
have now almopt arrived at completion and 
much activity is being exhibited toward the 
project of constructing a road over the Souths 
ern (35th parallel) route as, also, over the 
Northern route—from Superior City, Wis , to 


Paget Sound, 


_ ‘The experience of the Union Pacific among 
the snows of the Rocky Mountains, last season, 
should give whplesomo instructicn to Northern 
railroad men who propose to build this North- 
ern road abont the 47th parallel, The repor} 
of Mr, Stewart, in the Sonate, argues that “The 
North.Pacific railroad will acquire for us the 
British Possessions,” This, however, is very 
coubtful, a6 their value would thus be ens 


hanced ten fuld, thereby rendering their res 
tension doubly an object of importance fo 
Great Britain. 
Of these routes—the northern and southern— 

the latter is by far the more popular, The 
report, before referred to, speaking of the 
advantages of a Sonthern road in conuection 
with those ofene to the north, says; “In like 
manner, the Southern Pacifie railroad, on the 
35th parallel oflatitude, willsu intimately re 
Inte us by trade, mining operations and other 
enterprises, with the northern States of old 
Moxico, from which branch roads will soon be 
built to the maia trunk, that they will be 
Ameriqanized and even‘ually absorbed in our 
Union -withont the cost of purchase, or the 
crime and expense of conquest.” This argu- 
ment certainly contains logic far more con» 

vineing than that setting forth the probability 
of the acquisition of the British Possessions 

The Mexican government, though hardly leas 
jealous than that of China, sets comparatively 
little valuo on remote territory. It is likevwiso 
evident that commercial advantages are not 
valued by Mexico as they are by Great Britain 
re United States. In Mexico, the vatue of 
territory may be said to be estimated sole'y 

from the intrins’¢ value of its soi! or minerals 

When we consider all these circumstances we 
must admit that it is just possiblo, that this 
subtle absorption theory may, at some period, 

prove to be something more than visionary 

The only mistake is that the 35th parallel istoo 
far remgved from the States of Mexico, and 
“branch goads” to “the main trunk’ cau he 
constructed only at enormous expense, But 
here the remedy is apparent: a road on the 
32d parallel, removes this—the only obstacle— 

The ‘main trunk,’ running so near to the Mez- 
ican boundary, amd equally advantageous to 
the Territories, as well es for trans-continens 
tal commerce, will accomplish all that conld 
be done by the proposed 35th paralled road, to- 
gether with several handred miles of branch 
roada aten average cost per mile of not lees 
than $25,000. A little refleciion shows whata 
Vast amount of expense may thus be saved in 
the accomplishment of this scheme alone.

The report coming in daily from the new out- 
side Districts are very encouraging, and they 
all seem to be South and East from here, I 
believe there are as rich, or richer gold mines 
in Arizona, and the people are bound to find 
them. 

I should not wondor if a large number of 
these White Pine emigrants should eventually 
find their way to Sonora, and if ao, it is not diffi« 
cult to tell what the result will be; let two or 
three thousand of Uncle Sama sons and heirs see 
that immense.y rich country, and if they do 
not appropria’d it I am very much mistaken.

We have before referred to the project of 
the Memphig, Bl Paso and Pacific R. R. coma 


pany for a railroad across Arizona by the 32d 
parallel. This company was organized before 


the war and xoceived from the State of Texas 
a land grant of eight nitions of gores of land, 
much of which, welearn, $s the best in the State. 
While other companies axe, asking from Con- 
gress land granis and subsidies it.simply res 
quests a “right of way?” expecting to raise saf- 
cient funds off its Texas Jands to well advance 
its road, This right of.way was granted at the 
conclusion of the Fortieth or last Congress, but 
not acted upon by the Senate; Tt has’also, by 
more than a two~third vote, been given by the 


House of the present or Forty-first, Congress, 


this body believing it to he simply justice that 
an enterprising company should have a fair 
chance to try what it cando. The success of 


this company in obtaining aid, or tle progress 
of its road, cannot possibly interfere with the 
85th parallel road, although it-is by some can- 
sidered that the succéss of either road will‘in- 
yolve the detriment of the other. Our dele- 
gate to Congress, R. ©. McCormick, has, we 
are pleased to learn, been using his influence 
for this 32d parallel road—-we are indebted 
to him for the annexed copy of the Joint Reso« 
lution giving the right of way as it passed the 
House and went to the Senate : 

Joint Resolution granting the right of way 
to the Memphis, El Paso, and Pacific Railroad 
Company from ki Paso.to the Pacific ocean.” 


Be it resolved by the Senate and House of 


Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, that the Memphis, 
El paso, and Pacific Railroad Company, in~ 


_ eorporated and subsisting under the laws of 


Texas prior to the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-one for the purpose of constructing and 
operating a railroad from Jefferson, Texas 
to Moore’s Landing on the Sulphur fork of Red 
river; thence through or near Claksville, Paris, 


and Phantom Hills, to the Rio Grande river, 
opposite or near the town of El Paso, in the 


republic of Mexico, be, and the same is hereby 
authorized to extend and operate its line of 
railroad westwardly from the east bank of the 
Rio Grande river through the Territories of New 
Mexico and Arizona to or near Fort Yuma. 
and thence through the public lands, in the 
State of California to or near San Diego harbor 
Said Company in locating its road shall go by 
such direct route as in the opinion of such 
Company shall be the most practicable; and such 
company in constructing its road over the pub- 
lio land ag well as private lands, and in builds 
ing its bridges over rivers and water-courses, 
from the east bank of the Rio Grande river, 
shall, in all respects, be controlled and govern- 
ed by section two of an act of Cong-ess appro- 
ved July first, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, 
for the aiding in the construction of a railroad 
from the Missouri river to the Pacific oceam 
and by section three and nine (3 and 9) of an act 
amendatory to said act, approved July second 
eighteen hundred,and sixty-four, except that as 
to private property in the State of California it 
shall be governed by the laws of such State :

Compare, 
for instance, the action taken by our monied 
men, with regard to mines, with that taken by 
the wealthy men of Colorado; and yet there 
hag not been an experienced miner from that 
Territory who, after having examined the mine 
at Apache Pass, did not pronounce it infinitely 
richer than anything ever discovered in Colo- 
rado; still the Coloradoans make their mines 
pay largely as is evinced by the immense 
amount of gold and silver that they export 
every month. If our community were not so 
utterly deaf (beyond recovery we fear) to all 
appeals on behaif of our mining interests, we 
would be likely to refer to this matter more fre- 
quently, as we believe that out future prosper- 
ity, in a great measure, depends upon the 
development of our mines, It is true a railroad 
would help us much, but the successful work- 
ing of our immensely rich mines would give us 
much more local wealth and permanence, and 
be by far the speediest way of putting down the 
Indian. All past experience goes to show that 
the Indian cannot battle ‘successfully against a 
large mining population, and auch a popula- 
tion our Territory would soon obtain if the least 
effort were made to develop it for mining purs 
pases,

Richard @. McCormick, of Tucson, was born 
$n New York city, 1832; received a classical 
education and entered business in Wall str set 
in that city in 1850; in 1864 ‘5 travelled ex- 
tensively in Europe and -Asia, spending some 
time in the camp of the allied armies during 
the siege of Savastopol, and writing let ers 
which appearedin the * Courier an} Engo'rer i 
and other New York journals, and were sub, 
sequently issued in book form in New York and 
Jondon, and passed through many editions ; 
in 1860 published in New York “St. Pauro t? 
Ss, Sophia; or Sketchings in Europe” 1857 to 
1861 n trostee of publia shools in New York ; 
1859-'60 editor of “Tho Young Men's Maga- 
vine,’ a contributor to various periodieals, and 
Jecturing frequently ; 1861 connected with the 
“ Eevening Post” at New York, and in same 
year and 1862 its correspondent and that of the 
se New York Commercial Advertiser” in Wash- 
ington and with the army of the Potomac, and 
present at Bull Run, Williamsburg. and other 
battles; 1862 chief clerk Department of Agri 
culture; March, 1863 appointed secretary of 
Arizona; April, 1866, made governor, and June, 
1968, elected delegate to the forty-first Con- 
gress, 8 an independent Union candidate, 
recefving 1,263 votes, against 644 for Ruah, 
and 186 for Adams,
